In accordance with your request, this department, repre- 
sented by Mr. C. G. Hawes, has completed an examination 
of the accounts of your town officials for the municipal 
year ended February 38, 1941. 


Our report, herewith submitted, was prepared from your 
town records and, to the best of our knowledge and belief, 
properly reflects the true financial condition of your munic- 
ipality as of the above date; subject however to a probable 
shrinkage in the final settlement of unpaid taxes and tax 
liens, and to a substantial shrinkage in the impounded cash 
balance.

CASH: 


All cash recorded as received was properly accounted for 
and deposited in the bank. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 


TAXES: 


The 1940 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the Assessors’ records. The total commitment was 
accounted for by cash, discount, authorized abatements, 
on account of errors $40.29 due from the Collector (Sched- 
ule 4), and uncollected taxes as shown on Schedule 2. 


An apparent overpayment of 1940 taxes, either by the 
Collector or by taxpayers, is shown on the Balance Sheet 
(Exhibit A) as ‘1940 Tax Suspense” and will be adjusted 
later. 


Due to the death of your Collector and to the fact that a 
new Collector took over shortly before the close of your 
municipal year, we checked the 1938 and 1939 tax accounts 
from the balances as shown February 2, 1940 up to July 1, 
1941 and our findings are reported on Schedule 2. 


TAX LIENS: 


An examination was made of the unpaid tax liens as of 
February 3, 1941 and they are shown on Schedule 3. 
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GENERAL: 


As far as our examination went, it appeared that all charges 
were proper and that they were correctly recorded. 


For record purposes, we are including in this report, as 
Schedule 7, a list of tax liens placed against real estate on 
which 1940 taxes had not been paid. 


With the exception of cash, no external verification was 
made of your asset or liability accounts.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Searsmont: 


This year we are employing three new teachers. Their 
work is satisfactory, and the pupils are doing very good 
work. The Ghent school is small but the work is satis- 
factory. There has been some sickness in the schools but 
not to any great extent. 


We are already confronting a teacher shortage, due 
to the present world conditions. In some towns officials 
have been obliged to hire substitute teachers, and also em- 
ploy teachers who have not been teaching for several years. 
Higher wages will help to a certain extent. but the small 
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towns cannot compete with the larger towns. The increase 
in wages at the beginning of the present school year has 
been a help, but we shall be obliged to pay even higher 
wages if we secure competent teachers. 


A new reading system was introduced at the beginning 
of the school year, also a change in English books. This 
has been a help as the teachers are able to do much better 
work. 


I wish to thank the School Board and teachers for their 
cooperation and support.
